WASHINGTON — i/P> — Military 
authorities disclosed Saturday the 
army intends to double its new ar­ 
mored force early this fall, and it 
was reported the move might en­ 
tail retention of some selective 
service trainees as well as Na­ 
tional Guardsmen in serv ice be­ 
yond a single year. 
Added 6 Months? 
Along with a possible request to 
Congress for authority to keep the 
National Guard in service for an ad­ 
ditional six to twelve months, the 
War Department was reported to 
have under consideration a request 
to expand the land forces beyond 
the total of 1.418.000 set for June 15 
Selective service trainees could 
be retained, military men said, by 
placing them on duty as reservists 
after completion of their initial 
1-year training. However, authoriz­ 
ation would have to be voted by 
Congress. 
Studies Tentative 
It was stressed that present stud­ 
ies were tentative and that decisions 
hinged on international develop­ 
ments. 
Some officials have ex­ 
pressed hope that the regular army 
may be expanded by volunteers 
from the trainees to take care of 
prospective future needs for train­ 
ed manpower. The regulars, serving 
three-year enlistments, now num­ 
ber 500.000. 
By September or October, suffi­ 
cient tanks, guns and other equip­ 
ment are expected to be available 
to equip up to six armored divi­ 
sions of the type the Nazis used 
in the sweep through France. Two 
divisions are fully organized al­ 
ready, and two others are in the 
early stages of organization. 
In its 
present form, an armored division 
requires some 11.000 men. 


Our Responsibility 
“We cannot escape our collective 
responsibility for the kind of life 
that is going to emerge from the or­ 
deal through which the world is 
passing today. 
"We may discharge that respon­ 
sibility unwisely, but we can not 
escape the consequences of our 
choice.

Of course, there's much excite­ 
ment over the awkward flailing 
about and when a blow is struck 
hard enough on the pmata to break 
its none too durable sides, the 
scramble for the goodies is a sight 
to behold.

Of Slipcovers 


With the 
approach of 
Spring, 


every home-loving woman wants to 
brighten up 'her home with fresh 
gay slipcovers which,'besides giv- 
ing cheerfulness and cool comfort, 
protect the upholstery from dust, 
fading and hard wear. 
, 


The cotton-Textile Institute makes 


the following suggestions for slip- 
cover 'shoppers: 


Make certain the fabric is san- 


forized so that your slipcovers can 
be washed without changing size 
appreciably after laundering. Note 
the amount of residual shrinkage 
to be allowed for. 


Inquire if both fabric and trim- 


ming are color-fast to water and 
sunlight. Nearly 
all better-grade 


cottons are. 


Tightly woven fabrics, such as 


sailcloth, chintz, sateen, and coiton 
twill, are'slrong and therefore more 
serviceable and protective against 
dust. ."Loose fancy . weaves 
allow 


dust to pass through, catch easily, 
and permit seams to pull out. Per- 
manent finishes on organdie, chintz 
and sateen assure a fine finish af- 
ter laundering. 


If you are buying ready-made 


slipcovers, examine their construc- 
tion carefully. 
They 
should 'fit 


smoothly, but not tightly, in order 
to allow for a slight shrinkage in 
the first washing. Are the seams 
caught deep enough to hold? Are 
the edges well finished and the 
bindings caught on both the right 
and wrong sides? 


Slide fasteners with fast-colored 


tapes give the best fit for closures 
and are well worth the slight cast.

SET RECORD 


FORJDEPTH 


Pure Oil's Cameron 


Well Past 10,280 


McALLEN—Sometime this week- 


end, 
a new record total depth for 


any wildcat ever drilled in the 15- 
year history of Lower Rio Grande 
Valley oil development is expected 
lo be set by one of the few wild- 
cats ever drilled in Cameron coun- 
ty. Meanwhile, additional wildcat- 
ting was spreading gradually into 
Starr and Jim Hogg counties, where 
a half-dozen new wildcats, rang- 
ing in projected depth from 3,000 
lo 4.500 feet were either under 
way or scheduled to start in the 
immediate future. 


The prospective total depth rec- 


ord-breaker was Pure Oil Com- 
pany No. 4 Gatewood Newberry, 
Share 3, Shelton Award Survey, 
in southeastern Cameron . county, 
which was drilling in hard shale 
past 10,280 feet, already the deepest 
hole ever drilled in Cameron coun- 
ty.When the Pure wildcat reaches 
10,325 feet, it will have exceeded 
the previous Valley depth record 
of 10,324 feet set in 1938 by Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Company No. 1 
Francisco Armendai?., in southern 
Willacy county. The only other well 
ever drilled past 10.000 feet in the 
southern 
half-dozen 
counties of 


Texas was a Shell wildcat drilled 
in western Willacy county in the 
La Sal Vieja (Salt Lake) area in 
1937-38.

The cotton-Textile Institute makes 


the following suggestions for slip- 
cover shoppers: 


Make certain the fabric is san- 


forized so that your slipcovers can 
be washed without chancing size 
appreciably after laundering. Note 
the amount of residual shrinkage 
to be allowed for. 


Inquire if both fabric and trim- 


mine are colo»*fast to water and 
sunlight. Nearly 
all better-grade 


cottons are. 


Tightly woven fabrics, such as 


sailcloth, chintz, sateen, and cotton 
twill, are strong and therefore more 
serviceable and protective against 
dust. Loose fancy weaves 
allow 


dust to pass through, catch easily, 
and permit seams to pull out. Per- 
manent finishes on organdie, chintz 
and sateen assure a fine finish af- 
ter laundering. 


If you arc 
buying ready-made 


slipcovers, examine their construc- 
tion carefully. 
They 
should 
fit 


'smoothly, but not tightly, in order 
to allow for a slight shrinkage in 
the first washing. Are the scams 
caught deep enough to hold? Are 
the edges well finished and Die 
bindings caught on both the right 
and wrong sides? 


Slide fasteners with fast-colored 


tapes give the best fit for closures 
and arc well worth the slight cost. 


If you plan to make your 
slip- 


covers, take careful measurements 
and 
allow 
for 
centering 
floral 


motifs and stripes, and matching 
plaids and patterned designs where 
the parts meet.
